Exposition of the Prophecies.—No. 19. 


My fifth and last reason for looking elsewhere 
than in Seleucus and his successors for the fourth 
beast of Daniel, and elsewhere than in Antiochus 
Epiphanes and his pollution of the temple and 
death, for the fulfilment of Daniel’s mystical num- 
bers, is, that these numbers are in every case, and 
especially in the last chapter of Daniel, connect- 
ed with circumstances in the prophecy that can 
neither apply to that dynasty, nor to the death of 
Antiochus. According to Prof. Stuart, and the 


Daniel ends with the dynasty of Seleucus and 
the king who shall come to his end, and none 
shall help him; (Dan. xi. 45.) was Antiochus 
Epiphanes, the last of that dynasty. 

The first and last verses of the twelfth chapter 
of Duniel’s prophecy conclusively overset the idea 
that Antiochus Epiphanes can have been the per- 
son alluded to in the last verses of the eleventh 
chapter, or in any part of the twelfth, or that 
they could have alluded to any one of the dynas- 
ty of Seleucus. “And at that time (the time 
when the king described in the last of the prece- 
ding chapter ** Shall come to his end, and none 
shall help him,’’) shall Michael stand up, the great 
prince which standeth for the children of thy peo- 
ple; and there shall be a time of trouble, such as 
never was since there wasa nation, even to that 
same time: and at that time thy people shall be 
delivered every one thit shall be found written 
in the book.” (Dan. xii. 1.) 

Upon this passage I would observe, Ist, That 
the deliverance is that of the saints whose names 
are written in the book; (the Book of Life,) 2d, 
That it is a universal and final deliverance of 
“every one that shall be found written in the 
book ;” 3d, That this deliverance is wrought by 
“Michael the great prince,” (or Christ ;) 4th, 
“That there shall be a time of trouble, (not to 
saints, for they are to be delivered every one of 
them,) but to sinners, such as never was since 
there was a nation;” 5th, That this is to take 
place at the time when the last king mentioned 
in the preceding chapter “ shall come to his end, 
and none shall help him.” 

There was no such time of exceeding trouble 
that took place at the death of Antiochus Epiph- 
anes. “ ‘Trouble, such as never was since there 
was a nation, even to that same time.” Trouble 
that exceeded that of the deluge, the destruction 
of Sodom, and every thing else that had ever ex- 
isted. Neither was there such a deliverance of 
the people of God as that described above, To 
say that the trouble alluded to, was that of the 
people of God is an absurdity which no man of 
sense will admit, 

In the last verse of the twelfth chapter it is said 
to Daniel, “ But go thou thy way till the end be ; 
for thou shall rest, and stand in thy lot at the end 
of the days.” At the end of what days? Evi. 
dently at the end of “the thousand three hund- 
red and five and thirty days” mentioned in the 
preceding verse. When those days end, Daniel 
will rise from his rest in the grave, and stand in 
his lot. He did not arise and stand in his lot at 
the death of Antiochus, or during the dynasty to 
which he belonged. He has not yet arose, nel- 
ther can he rise and stand in his lot, until the 
first resurrection. ‘The time of trouble mention- 

ed in the first verse of the twelfth chapter, and 
the promise made to Daniel in the last verse, are 
events immediately connected with the introduc- 
ion of the Millennium. EzexreL SKINNER.

It is known to our readers, that our English 
brethren, in addition totheir ordinary collection 
for missionary purposes, have proposed to raise 
$222,000 as an expression of their gratitude to 
God for his great goodness which they have expe- 
rienced during the fifty years in which they have 
now been engaged in the missionary enterprise. 
‘The amount already realized, exceeds $102,000. 
The objects to which this fund is to be applied, 
are, the establishment of a theological institut.on 
in Jamaica, the commencement of new missions 
in the West Indies and Africa, the precuring of 
a mission house and premises in London, and new 
premises for printing in India, the education of 
native converts for evangelical labor, and the re-

And we 
take this occasion to suggest to our friends on this 
side of the Atlantic, who love to honor the Lord 
with their substance, that they designate, by will 
or otherwise, a sufficient sum for procuring such 
premises for our Baptist Board of Foreign Mis.

Western Destitution, 


We often speak in general terms of the desti- 
tution of the gospel ministry in the Western States, 
but we are now enabled, through the kind atten. 
tion of Rev. J. M. Peck, of Illinois, to present 
that subject more in detail so far as it relates to 
the southern half of that State. We shall do 
the same by other portions of the “great valley,” 
as we are furnished with information. 

The tract of country to which we now refer 
embraces about 30 counties, which m 1840 con- 
tained a population of 142,912. ‘The increase is 
estimated at 10 per cent. per annum, making the 
present population about 171,494. The follow- 
ing table shows the names of the counties and 
number of inhabitants in 1840:

Ministers of a missionary spirit would soon find 
themselves, in any of these counties, surrounded 


by numbers desirous of religious instruction, and | 


ready to exhibit a libera!, active co-operation in 
extending the gospel. ‘That co-operation is now 
enjoyed by our missionaries in many churches 
reclaimed from anti-mission views, and others 
raised up through their instrumentality. It is 
true, they are young and without means, so that 
their contributions in the cause of benevolence 
are not so great as those of many among our- 
selves, but considering the real ability of the do- 
nors, they are liberal. Brother Peck insists that 
there is a class of preachers and private members 
in Illinois who, in proportion to their cash income, 
contribute ten times more in a year for the cause 
of Christ than the most liberal persons in the At- 
lantic States do. On this account he presents 
them as worthy of liberal aid in sustaining the in-

“adjustment,” according to my understanding of 
it, and the whole of the basis. As it was not the 
design, at least on my part, to reflect censure on 
the past, in reference to any man or body of men, 
so it was not to pledge any man for the future.— 
There was no promise, no engagement, nothing 
to make a man less free to act according to his 
judgment and conscience, than he had been at 
any time before.

Dear Bro.—I have already observed a short notice in 
your valuable paper, of the work of God in this place ; but 
felt that a more particular account of it, might encourage . 
the church, as well as show forth the glory, the goodness, | 
and the faithfulness of our covenant-keeping God. I came | 
to this place the last Sabbath in May. It was then said, | 
that religion was, and had been, for more than two years, 
exceedingly low, and most truly I found itso, They had 
been destitute of a pastor more than two months, and dur. 
ing that period had suspended all meetings for prayer ; 
though a few pious females still struggled hard to maintain 
one within their own circle. I visited most of the families, 
and conversed and prayed with them. One thing which 
saddened my heart very much, was, that few family altars 
were erected; for I have no sympathy with that religion 
which does not exhibit itself as well in the fumily, as in the 
closet.

I still felt 
that the Providence of God had sent me, and I resolved to 
labor on, trusting in the immutability of his promises, and 
relying on the influence of the Holy Spirit. We opened a 
weekly prayer meeting, the interest of which gradually in. 
creased. 
The last of July, one young lady came to my house to 
converse about her soul, and shortly after rejoiced in Christ 
her Saviour. This afforded me strong consolation. 1 then 
felt that the church was prepared for a day of fasting and 
prayer. I cautiously suggested it for fear of a failure, hav- 
ing been previously informed that they never had held one. 
They readily complied, and on Thursday, the 7th of Octo.

Selected. Summary. 


‘Bull Particulars of the Somers Mutiny. — 


The following from the New York Courier and Enquir- 
er of this morning, (Dec. 19,) gives the particulars of the 
mutiny more fully than has been published in any other pa- 
per: 

The Somers sailed from this port about three months 

since, with a crew of eighty apprentices, eighteen ordinary 
seamen, and an orderly sergeant of Marines, who acted as 
master.at-arms. She was commanded by Master Com. 
anandant Slidell Mackenzie, well known to our Navy as 
-one of our most exemplary officers, and to the literary world 
as the author of “A Yearin Spain.” Her officers consist. 
ed of Lieut. Gansevoort of Albany, and five or six midship. 
men, amoug whom was Philip Spencer, son of the Secreta- 
ry of War, and two sons of Com. Perry. 

Having delivered the despatches with which he was 
charged, to the Commanding officer on the Coast of Africa, 
Capt. Mackenzie sailed for this port, with the publicly avow- 
ed intention of touching at St. Thomas for provisions, pre- 
vious to coming on our coast at this season of the year. A 
day or two previous to December Ist, and when the vessel 
was within about five or six hundred miles from St. Thom. 
as, Midshipman Spencer hinted a part of his plans to Mr. 
Wales, the Purser’s steward, who affected a hearty co-ope- 
ration, took an oath of secrecy, &c., which Spencer admin- 
istered to him, when he was made more fully acquainted 
with the plan of the mutineers. They had arranged to 
raise a scuffle on the forecastle some night after leaving St. 
Thomas, while the deck was in charge of Midshipman Ro. 
gers, a nephew to the late Com. John Rogers; and when 
the men engaged in it would of course be ordered aft to ac- 
count for the cause of the disturbance, and Mr. Rogers was 
thus engaged, they were to seize, gag, and throw him over.

Spen- 
cer, Cromwell and Small were then secured, and ali hands 
being mustered on deck, Capt. Mackenzie addressed them 


on the subject of the proposed mutiny, apprising them that | 


all the plans of the mutineers had been discovered and frus. 
trated, and warning them of the consequences of any simi. 
lar attempt. 


Capt. Mackenzie then addressed a circular letter to each 
of the officers on board the vessel, except the acting Mid. 
shipmen, requesting their opinion as to the course of con- 


duct to be pursued towards Spencer, and the two men who 
had been arrested with him. Each one returned for an. 
swer that they deserved immediate death, and Capt. Mac. 
‘kenzie’s opinion coinciding with that of his officers, it was 
determined to carry the punishment into immediate execu- 
tion. All hands were accordingly called to witness punish. 
ment. Whips were then rove into each end of the fore 
yard arm, and one on the larboard quarter of the yard. The 
prisoners were then brought on deck and informed of the 
punishment about to be executed upon them. Small at 
once fully confessed his fault, and asked most penitently 
the forgiveness of the commander and officers, which was 
at once accorded to him. He then obtained permission to 
address the crew, which he did, warning them against per- 
mitting themselves ever to be seduced as he had been, into 
the committal of the crime for which he was about to suffer 
death. ' 

Spencer asked a respite ‘of ten minutes for himself and 
companions in guilt in order that they might prepare to die. 
This was granted, and he was asked if he wished to write 
to his father or mother, but he replied that he did not. He 


then acknowledged his guilt and the justness of his punish. | 


ment, and remarked that he would rather meet such a death 


there (at sea,) than to be subjected to the infamy of expo. | 


sure on shore, The ten minutes asked for by Spencer, 
was extended to upwards of an hour, nearly the whole of 


which was employed by him in‘endeavoring to obtain for. | 


giveness of Small for having seduced him into the commit.

but at last, in reply to Spencer's oft reiterated request of 
“Do forgive me, Small,” he said that he fully pardoned 
him. 

Every thing being in readiness, the noose was placed 
around the neck ofeach of the culprits, and the officers were 
stationed about the decks, to see that every man had both 
hands on the ropes. About one o’clock, (sea time,) on the 
ist of December, the signal for execution was given by 
firing a gun to leeward, and the three guilty men were run 
up. : 
After hanging about an hour the bodies were lowered 
down and delivered to their several messmates to be laid 
outand sewed up, and in the evening they were committed 
to the deep, Capt. Mackenzie reading the service usual on 
the occasion of burial at sea. Small’s last words were to 
invoke-a blessing on the American flag. and to ask forgive. 
ness for having so dishonored it; but the others died with. 
out any marks of penitence. Immediately after the execu- 
tion all hands were called to cheer ship, and three hearty 
cheers: were given for the American flag, which was then 


waving at the peak, after which all hands were piped down, 


and the usual duties of the vessel were resumed. alt! 

Four of the men who appeared to be most deeply impli- 
cated, were placed in irons immediately upon the discovery 

of the projecied mutiny, but the others suspected to be con. 
cerned, were permitted to go to duty until they reached this 
port, when they were also ironed and sent on board the 
North-Carolina.

Mackenzie on the 29th of Nov., and the culprits executed 
on the Ist of December. This sad alternative, we have

the remains of another Christian 
Bishop in London. 


The following communication from a corres 
pondent of the London Patriot, affords a goo: 
illustration of the condition of the Baptists i: 
England, and that of the non-conformists gener. 
ally, about the middle of the 17th century.— 
Watchman. 


Two years ago, the church of St. Bartholo. 
mew, by the bank, was pulled down, to make way 
for important improvements in that neighborhood, 
and the consecrated ground partly became a pub. 
lic highway, and the rest was left for secular pur 
poses. Very great and praiseworthy care was 
taken, not publicly to offend decency by the re. 
moval of the mouldering remains of a vast num. 
ber of human bodies there interred, in the centre 
of the Metropolis, within a building devoted t 
public worship. From this little church, about 
eleven hundred bodies, in various stages of de 
composition, were removed to other consecrate 
burial-places, and bushels of human bone were re- 
interred. With extraordinary care, the remains 
of Myles Coverdale, who, in 1835, printed and 
published, for the first tume, our English Bible. 
were re-coffined, both bones and dust, without be. 
ing disturbed, and were privately removed to the 
church of St. Magnus, of which he had been the 
rector. 

Coverdale was made Bishop of Exeter, by Ed. 
ward VL, was deprived and driven into exile by 
Mary ; and might have been restored by Eliza. 
beth ; but he refused to waive the right of private 
judgment, and the satisfation of his conscience, 
as (0 certain ceremonies and habiliments,—a right 
denie | to a!l bishops, priests, and deacons of the 
Christian seet patronized by law,—in consequence 
..,0f which, he was never restored, was suffered to 
pine in indigence, to preach by stealth, and in 
old age, to dié in want. His ren.ains were hon. 
ored by Ins friends with a handsome funeral, and 
permitted to lie in conseerated ground. Conse. 
eration, however, proved to be no security to the 
qiietude and rest of the grave. It is an indispu- 
table fact, that, in London, consecrated church. 
yards have been more frequently disturbed and

These remains were lately discovered and ex- 
humed from under the public highway in ‘Taber- 
nacle Square, Shoreditch, and have been carefully 
preserved by the proprietor of the justly celebra- 
ted bath of St. Agnes le Clair. 

The cause which Jed to his body being buried 
under or beside the the highway, having been con- 
temptuously refused what is technically called 
Christian burial, was, that he had dared to worship 
God with a company of pious persons, opprobri- 
ously called Ana-baptists, whose history may be 
thus briefly told. 

The Rev. Thomas Fuller, a lively and very in- 
teresting writer on all subjects which did not ex- 
cite his sectarian prejudices, in his Church Histo- 
ry, narrates :—"This day, Jan. 18, 1641, happen- 
ed the first fruits of Ana-baptistical insolence ; 
when eighty of that sect, meeting in a house in 
St. Saviour’s, in Southwark, preached that the 
Statute in the 35th Elizabeth, for the admuinistra- 
tion of the common prayer, was no good law, be- 
cause made by bishops; that the King cannot 
make a good law, because not perfectly regener- 
ate ; and that he was only to be obeyed in civil 
matters. Being brought before the Lords, they 
confessed the articles; but no penalty was inflic- 
ted upon them.” 

Tbis was a sectarian’s account of the affair.

Upon the title to this sermon, are the following 
quaint lines :— 
“Whos Bare ? How now? hath How much learning

To throw Art’s curious image to the ground ? 
Cambridge and Oxford may their glory now 
Veil to a cobbler, if they know but Howe.” 

Dissenters, a subscription is proposed of one 
shilling each from five hundred persons, that these 
remains which were denied the rites of sepulture 
in ground which had received Episcopal benedic- 
tion, may be re-interred in Abney Park Cemetry. 
Coverdale’s bones wer. removed in privacy, no 
bishop followed ; as if his church were somewhat 
ashamed of so illustrious a man. But we are not 
ashamed of bishop Howe. Let his poor remains 
be re-incoffined, and publicly re-interred. Let

Mr. Perkins’ New Book. 


The facts were, that a number of pious people met 
to worship God in a manner which denied the 
right of human authority to dictate to thema 
form of prayer. For this they were liable to cru- 
el punishments, and had, in consequence, held 
their meetings in fields and, woods. Being at 
length detected, they were seized, bound, and 
marched as felons to the Clink Prison, being com- 
mitted by the warrant of Sir John Lenthall. The 
next morning, six or seven of them were taken 
by the House of Lords, they were straitly exam. 
ined, and professed that they owned no other head 
of the church but Jesus Christ, that no prince had 
power to make laws to bind the consciences of 
men, and that laws made contrary to the laws of 
God were of no force. At this critical period, 
when the struggle was commencing to prevent 
the crown from exercising her arbitrary power 
and re-establishing Popery, the Lords dealt with 
singular courtesy to these poor persecuted Chris- 
tians.— They not only liberated them without in- 
flicting any fines, but promised to attend their 
religious services, in order that they might fairly 
judge of their nature and tendency,—a promise 
which was performed ; for three or four of the 
Peers attended their Sabbath service, and heard, 
as was then usual, at one meeting, two sermons. 
They were upon Matthew xxviii. 18: “And Je- 
sus came and spake unto them, saying, All pow- 
er is given unto mein in heaven and in earth.” 
Having witnessed the celebration of the Lord’s 
Supper, and contributed liberally to the collection 
for the poor, they signified their satisfaction in 
what they had heard and seen, and their inclina- 
tion to come again; but this visit made too much 
noise, and gave too great an alarm to the mob for 
them to venture a second time. In all probabili- 
ty, this was the first dissenting meeting that had 
the honor of receiving, as peaceful visitors, the 
nobles of the land. 
Mr. John Canne, author of the popular Margi- 
nal Notes to the Bible, had been pastor of this 
church ; but was driven by the violence of perse- 
cution, and found refuge in Holland, where many 
editions of his English Bible were printed. It 
was during the ministry of Mr. Howe, that the 
nobles visited the Baptist church under his pastor 
al care, and which constituted his diocese and 
bishopric. But, notwithstanding, the favorable 
impression made on these Peers, the high church 
party felt it with stinging chagrin: and,unfortunate- 
ly prevailing, the pious Baptist bishop was _pro- 
ceeded against, and excommunicated by the Ec. 
clesiastical Court. Incarcerated in gaol, his health 
and strength sunk under severe sufferings, until 
death released his triumphant spirit from the fangs 
of his wretched persecutors, and he exchanged 
a dungeon for the spiendid mansions of his heay- 
enly Father’s house. His friends having obtain. | 
ed the cold remains of their late pastor, attempt. | 
ed to inter them in his parish burial ground of St. | 
Leonard’s, Shoreditch. 
denied him,—no holy ground was to be polluted | 
by the remains of so eminently pious and estima- |

It isa grand depot, into which Europe 
pours the fruits of its industry and enterprize, to 
be distributed throughout the whole country and 
vast regions beyond. ‘The goods imported are 
mainly broadcloths, cottons, chintz, leaf su- 
gar, crockery, glass, tea,and various kinds of 
fancy articles. The principal exports from 
Persia westward, are raw cotton to a limited, 
extent, great quantities of silk, both raw and man. 
ufactured, carpets and shawls. Immense quan.| 


exported for tanning and other purposes. ‘These: 
are generally purchased by the few European) 


Greeks, at Sakh-hoo-lak, a Koordish town at the 
south end of the lake of Oroomiah. Pipe sticks 
for the Turkish markets, from the Buakhtiaree 
mountains in the south of Persia, the tobacco, 
(tombakoo) of Shiraz, yellow berries for dyeing, 
and various gums are also among the exports.— 
It is surprising with what skill the Persians man- 
ufacture some articles with the simplest utensils. 
I have seen shawls valued at a thousand dollars 
apiece, and carpets very far superior to those of 
‘urkey, though sold in Europe under that name, 
woven by hand, and with the rudest apparatus in 
the form ofa loom. Some of their silks and cot- 
tons, prepared in the same way, are also very fine. 
The process is, of course, extremely slow, and no- 
thing could be more natural than that the Nesto- 
rian bishop from that country, when he first en. 
tered a cotton manufactory in America, and saw 
its thousands of spindles, simultaneously whirling 
without the aid of a human hand, should be struck 
with overwhelming astonishment, and pronounce 
the whole a display of ingenuity, far greater than 
the wisdom of Sulomon ! 

There isan armory in the citadel of Tabreez, 
where sinall arms and cannon are very well man- 
ufactured. ‘The Persians may in general be said 
to be enterprizing and imitative, though not very 
inventive. Their skill in imitation may be illus- 
trated by an instance. Ona fine brace of pistols 


being shown at Tabreez by an ish officer, a 
Persian gunsmith (who had visited nd,) de- 
clared that he could make as fe ols, and 
those so nearly resembling the Englishman’s that 


the latter would be unable to point out the differ.
